Integral Parts 
Of Labor Bill 
Are Reviewed 

WASHINGTON. June 7 (U,": — 
Here Is a brief summary of the 
Taft-Hartley labor bill: 

Bans: The Closed Shop. 

Limits: Tlie union shop, it Is per- 
mitted only If a majority of em- 
ployes voted for It In an election 
conducted by the national labor 
relations board. 

Strikes: The NLRB, pending final 
decision, may obtain court Injunc- 
tions against Jurisdictional strikes 
and secondary boycotts. The gov- 
ernment Is given power to obtnln 
Injunctions to hold off tor 80 day 
strikes threatening national health 
and safety. 

KLRB: Board Is enlarged from 
three to five members and Its Judicial 
and prosecuting functions are 
divorced. 

Created: An Independent federal 
mediation and conciliation service 
taking over functions of the labor 
department's present conciliation 
service. 

Forbids: Collective bargaining 
rights to union any of whose of- 
ficers are commimlsts or suspected 
of communist sym athles. Also In- 
voluntary dues check-off. 

Contracts: Unions are made liable 
for unfair labor practices and breach 
of contracts. 

Finances: Unions are required to 
tile with the government and their 
mumbers detailed financial state- 
ments.

He recommended a imlform pat- 
ent policy for air agencies, reserv- 
ing to the government all rights to 
most Inventions by Its employes and 
those of researchera under contract 
to the government. 

Four-Tear Study 

Cisrk based his report on a four- 
year study requested by President 
Roosevelt. The attorney general 
urged esUbllshment of a govern- 
ment pstent administration to di- 
rect the new program. It would ap- 
ply a stogie policy to all govern- 
ment agencies In place of varying 
procedures now In practice. 

It would have particular bearing 
on the war and navy departments 
and to a lesser degree on the federal 
works agency. Tht report said these 
are the only agencies "which still 
contend that patent right! mutt be 
left to the employe In order to In- 
duce him to invent," 

Report Made PnbUo 

Prealdent Truman made the re- 
port public "la order to obtain full 
and fraiik discussion by all Indi- 
viduals and organisations con- 
cerned, Including private companies, 
educaUonal InstltuUona, and the In- 
terested government departments 
and agencies." 

The report said government re- 
search In the last five years has 
skyrocketed Into a multl-bllUon dol- 
lar program concerned primarily 
with aviation, transportation, com- 
munications, ordnance and atomic 
energy.

County's Cherry 
Growers Warned 
On Picking Time 

County Agent J. P. Smith advised 
Twhi PaUs county cherry growers 
Saturday that picking the fruit only 
two or three days too early means 
sacrificing hundreds of pounds of 
fniJt per acre because sweet cherries 
grow so fast. 

The county agent said that studies 
made by an extension service horti- 
culturist nt Lewis ton showed that 
Lambert cherries which yielded a 
little over six tons per acre when 
fully mature would have produced 
734 pounds less per acre it they had 
been picked two days earlier, and 
1.460 pounds less per acre tour days 
earlier. 

Blngs yielding Just over lour tons 
per acre at maturity would have 
produced 162 pounds less per acre 
two days earlier, and S35 pounds less 
tour days earlier. 

Even greater losses were shown 
from too early picking ot Royal Ann 
cherries. 

There is no simple wny ot telling 
just when cherries arc fully ripe, the 
county agent said, but most growers 
can determine this talrly accurately 
by experience. Varieties like Lom- 
l>ert and Sing should be almost 
black in color, not merely red, and 
Royal Ann should have a distinctly 
yellow color, usually with some pink 
on one check. 

Unlike most fruits, sweet cherries 
do not deteriorate in quality ns soon 
as they have possed full maturity, 
but can be handled and shipped 
quite satisfactorily as much ns a 
week or ten days later.

CONGRESSIONAL HUMOR 

In a footnote to a recent article by Sen. 
Alexander Wiley In the New York Tlmea 
magazine, the editors explain that one of the 
Wisconsin senator's pet ideas Is to dress up 
the Congressional Record In a snappier for- 
mat and have It sold to the public. 

Mr. Wiley's article, we assume. Is a sort 
of trial balloon. Titled "Congress Has Its 
Fun," It consists of nifties culled from house 
and senate debate and now available only 
to the Record's limited readership. 

But It Is possible that the senator's samples 
have kicked his pet Idea In the head. Maybe 
today's Americans, nourished on the one-line 
gag, aren't geared to the tempo of frock- 
coated congressional wisecracks. At any rate. 
It's hard to Imagine the New Yorker's editors 
leellng jwrturbed after reading them, or to 
predict a sudden public clamor for the Con- 
gressional Record. 

Th« senator seems to have some doubts 
himself. He starts out with a provocative bit 
of promotion: "Clever repartee, witty pun- 
ning, funny yams — these are grist for the 
congressional humor mill." But a half dozen 
lines later he loses heart; "To be sure, some 
of them (the Jokes) njay appear compara- 
tively Hat In print." (Senator, you ain't 
kidding.) 

"Congress Has Its Fun" contains such 
mirthful moments as the time when Repre- 
sentative A starts out, "Does the gentleman 
think—" and Representative B Interrupts 
lilm to remark, "OccBsionally." (End of Joke.) 

But the real show-stopper should be In- 
cluded here in toto, complete with names. 
It happened in the senate when Mr. Barkley 
had been discussing the Green-Pepper 
amendment to a labor bill. Take It away. 
Senator Wiley. 

Mr. Tobey: "Has the senator been reading 
seed catalogs lately? He spoke about green 
peppers." 

Mr. Barkley: "I have not. I have been so 
busy lately tJaat I have not been able to do 
any gardej planning. Therefore I have sot 
been Interested « . . In red or green ptpf&n." 

Mr. Tobey: "The senator has some hot 
atuff now." 
' Mr. Barkley: "I rejoice in hot stuff." 

Mr. Pepper: "Mr. President, will the senator 
yield?" 

' Mr. Barkley: "I yield." 

Mr. Pepper: "Should not the senator say 
to the ienator from New Hampshire, 'Tobey 
«ure'?" 

Mr. Barkley: "I am not Interested In 
whether It la 'Red Pepper" or 'Toboyasco,' 
both of which I enjoy." 

Mr. Wiley says that even "tame Jokes" re- 
lieve congressional tensions and dissolve 
them In galea of laughter. Such Jokes, we 
feel, will also tend to give the average radio 
comedian a new stature. 

Having digested "Congress Hos Its Fun," 
we can only say that we care not who makes 
the nation's laws If only the making of tho 
nation's Jokes can be entrusted to capable 
characters like Fred Allen and Bob Hope. 



HIGH CRIMES IN THE USSR 
Russia's abolition of the death sentence 
!s interesting to Americans as an Indication 
of the current Soviet state of mind. Tlie 
action seems to signify an Increa-icd self- 
confidence on the part of the government 
and added public support of that.govcrnmont. 

But perhaps more Interestlntt to Americans 
Is the knowledge that tlie death senttince 
formerly was reserved almcsL rxcUislvoly to 
punish crimes against tho alatc. Under tlio 
1026 code premeditated murder carried only 
one to 10 years' loss of liberty— a precedent 
Which reportedly continued under later and 
broader laws. 

ThiR is only another example of tho Indl- 
vldiml'fi fltatns under the supreme-state Bfltup 
which the Soviet government Is plea.ied to 
call dcmocrncy.

PROTEST — The housing expediter recalled that 
President Truman had responded to their protests 
against federal controls by removing almost all restric- 
tloiu which they had pilloried as blocking expansion. 
It was up to them, he said, to make good on their 
earlier promises. 

He urged them to reduce coats and to build better 
homes. He hinted that the government might remove 
limitations on non-resldentlal construction If they 
did not take advantage of their present, preferenUal 
position. He estimated that these ceUlngs on Indus- 
trial and commercial structures are holding up at 
least 13,500,000,000 worth ol that kind of coiutrucUon. 

WAGES— When a few of his squirming listeners 
defended the Increased costs ol postwar homes by 
referrlns to the admlnlstraUon's crusade for higher 
wages In the steel, lumber and allied Industries on 
which they ore dependent. Housing expediter Creedon 
airily dismissed these factors. 

"Labor costs," he retorted, "should be no higher 
this year than last. I know that wages have gone up, 
but 10 has productivity. And productivity can go 
further. But that Is not government's Job, That Is 
your Job. You now have a clear track without any 
federal red lights In your path. Get building." 

When others noted that local building codes and 
ordnances prevented tham from Incorporating many 
economies and Improvements In poetwar dwelUng^ 
he shot back: 

"I know that code restrictions add to your costs. But 
this Is not a federal problem, unless you want to go 
back to federal controls. Codes constitute a local 
problem which must be solved at local levels." 

PRESSUBE— Disaatlafled builders, however, pointed 
out afterward that he did not^^ploln how they could 
force or persuade local unloiu or boards ol aldermen 
to revise standards which have been established by 
politico -economic pressure groups. 

Nor did Mr. Creedon have a satisfactory answer 
to their complaint against the government's agreement 
to buy 90 per cent of any prefab homes that could 
not be disposed of In the open market. They charged 
that the home-wanting public has shown no eagerness 
for these new types, and that they are piling up in 
warehouses as a shadow over their own products. 

After listening to the housing expediter's lecture, 
many builders concluded that they will become the 
"whipping boys" of the IMS political campaign, 11 the 
ladf. of homes remains as a controversial Is&ue a year 
.f took now. '

WABHINOTON, Juas T (*>— Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Anderson said 
today that "we'U get out of sugar 
ratitmlng, as f ar aa household con- 
sumption Is concerned, as quick- 
ly as possible." 

He appeared befflre* the house 
banking committee to testify on two 
bills— one caUlng for elimination 
of all sugar rationing for home 
consumption, the other giving pri- 
ority on sugar to those tislng it for 
home canning purposes. 

WIU Know Soon 

Anderson told the committee: 

"We win know hi a short time the 
total quantity of sugar which we 
will receive from Cuba and other 
sources. 

"We also, will have, a better Indl' 
,catlon of the quantity of sugar the 
consumer Is taking under the pres- 
ent ration rates. As soon as these 



factors Indlcau that tJaere U nt- 
ficlent sugar to do so. we ihaU re- 
moto aU restrictions on sugar for 
household use. 

May Adlharlaa Stamp* 

"Should we determine that sup- 
plies or the rate of dlslrlbuUon 
do not allow complete removal of 
household raUonhig, the sugar 
would be made available through 
another stamp. 

"We would prefer to allocate any 
increase in suppUea. above the 3S- 
pound per caplU rate, for home 
canning purposes rather than on 
Increase acroM the board." 

"BANKING" TO CEASE 
WASHINGTON, June 7 l^Re. 
tallers, IndusUlal and InstltuUonal 
users ot sugar can make no fur- 
ther bank deposits of ration cou- 
pons after June 9, the department 
of agriculture has announced. This 
will be the first Step In Its plan to 
end rationing banking.

Red Cross Supervisor Urges 
Home Nui'se for Every Family 



"At least one home nurse in every 
family" was recommended here Sat- 
urday by Nora Marco, Red Cross 
master training supervisor. 

Miss Marco, Portland, Ore. urged 
all interested resldcnls of Twin Falls 
to register at once for the 12-hour 
course In care of the sick and pre- 
vention of diseases. The course will 
begin In Twin Falls June 16. One 
hundred registrations are required. 

The course for lay students will 
offer 33 basic nursing ski Its and will 
be taught by reeistercd graduate 
nurses, who will receive an intensive 
six -day course In methods and prin- 
cipals of teaching, under supervision 
of Miss Marco. 

"In times like these, when there is 
a shortageiof hospital beds a^ well 
as of nurses and doctors throughout 
the country, every family should 
have at least one member who Is 
trained In nursing skills," Miss Mar- 
co said. 

She pointed out that 85 per cent 
of all illness is cared for In the 
home, either before or after hos- 
pitalization, and In the case ol com- 
municable diseases in childhood, 
terminal diseases and chronic Ill- 
nesses, patients are cared for al- 
tOBCther In the home. 

"People are being sent home 
earllv from the hOBpltal nowaday.!, 
because the medical profession ha£ 
learned that It Is better for the 
patient. There Is consequently a 
longer period of convalescence at 
home, than previously," she sddod. 

Most sdultfl have acquired some 
methods of nursing csre through 
trlsl and error, "but the Red Cross 



is now prepared, through Its 
streamlined course In home nursing, 
to oiler Uifm something better than 
they already know." Miss Marco said. 

Classrooms for both the lay course 
and the nurses' course have been set 
up in the home economics rooms of 
Twin ralLs Junior high school. They 
approximate as nearly aa possible 
the average home situation. 

"When the course Is completed 
the student will know how to ad- 
minister a bed bath; how to give 
correctly medicines and treatments 
prescribed by the family doctor; what 
foods to serve the sick; how to con- 
trol communicable diseases, and how 
to care lor the individual as a whole 
person, his mental attitude bs well 
as the patient's physical well- 
being," she commented. 

Persons registering have their 
choice o( morning, afternoon or 
evening classes. Each claas will last 
two hours. Hours are 9:30 to 11:30 
a. m.. 1:30 to 3:30 p. m. and 7 to 
8 p. in., dally beginning June 16. 

Registrations may be made by 
phone or In person at Red Cross 
headquarters In the basement of the 
Twin Falls public library. Mrs. Ann 
Dingwall, home nursing chairman of 
Twin Palls Red Cross chapter, is in 
charge of the project.

Ultle Effect 
Diplomatic relations with Hun- 
gary could t>e severed. The effect of 
this on the Russian sphere would be 
about the same as If Britain br(Ac 
relations with Colorado. Modem 
diplomats much prefer to maintain 
contact. 

Hie senate ratified the Balkan 
and Italian peace treaties with an 
eye to making Russia take her oc- 
cupation troops home. But all Rus- 
sia has to do is to delay ratification 
herself. And you can bet that when 
her troops do go, they will leave her 
agents In such complete control of 
local armies and police forces that 
troop withdrawal will make no dlf' 
ference.

Extends FDR 
Hel p Pol icies 



NEW YORK, June 7 lU B— Paul 
Porter, former CPA administrator, 
said today that the Truman doctrine 
of aid to Greece and Turkey waa 
continuation of Franklin D, 
Roo-ievclt's "quarantine the aggres- 
sors" policy. 

Porter, who recently headed an 
economic ml&slon to Greece, spoke 
before 1,200 persons attending the 
Liberal party's annual luncheoa- 
forum. Without mentioning Henry 
A. Wallace by name. Porter oald 
lie objected to the public hearing 
about the Truman doctrine "only 
from the Hps of Itinerant maga- 
ilne editors." 

Wallace, now editor of the New 



Republic, has crltldied the ad- 
mlnlstratlon's foreign policy. 

"I submit," Porter . aald, "that 
there has been dangerous confu- 
olon about and misrepresentation of 
the administration's foreign policy. 
The confusion comes from high- 
minded people, like the magoilne 
edltorsof-whlch-I-Bpoke.-whoJiave- 
lofit the thread of actuality, 

•"The only fundamental way to 
combat the spread of totalitarian- 
ism Is to combat the conditions 
which cause that spread— the con- 
ditions of want, hunger, and eco- 
nomic chaos." 

Porter sold he believed that aid 
to Oreece should be only the first 
Item In a much broader program 
of European reconstruction,
